REJOINED HIS FAMILY 

Murdoch P. Claney, former execu- 
tive vice-president of the closed Mer- 
ion Title and Trust Company, was 
paroled by the Montgomery County 
Court last Friday. 

The former bank official had served 
slightly over one year of his two to 
four year sentence for misapplication 
of the institution's funds. 

Illness and the needs of his family 
are understood to have inlluenced the 
Court to consider the parole applica- 
tion favorably. Judges Knight and 
Corson granted the petition. 

The first application for a parole, 
presented by his attorney, James H. 
Egan, last September was refused by 
Judge Knight on November 1, 1035. 

Mr. Claney is reported to have 
joined his wife, Helen, and four chil- 
dren, who have been living with rela- 
tives in Narberth.
